Pottstown Mercury 
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There s No Turning Back Now 


Ther« wra some local apprehension 
about the 
Pottstown 
curfew edict. 
The loud wailing siren alerted adults 
at 9.46 and 10 p.m. 
But did it have 
any effect on the juveniles? 


Oh. there were warnings. Pat rol - 
ing police ordered children off the 
streets. 
But not until this week was 
an arrest made, and the. curfew bed 
been blaring for months. 


Police were unable to do anything 
about youths over 16 ramming around 
late at night or early morning. They 
were exempt from the curfew penal­ 
ties. 
Police could order these teen­ 
agers to move along or face disorderly 
conduct charges. But none was locked 
up. 


The first curfew arrest was a must. 
The law violation was so glaring that 
Pottstown police hardly could do any 
thing less than serve w arrants on the 
transgressors. 
They 
were charged 
with stealing a crate of eggs, tossing 
them at automobiles, and doing all of 
this at 4 o'clock in the morning. 


The offenders were 13. 14 and 15 
years old. 
At least one was warned 
previously about curfew infractions. 
3o it wasn’t much of a blow. 


Curfew observance was designed 
to cut crime, and cut it it did! Potts- 
town’s police departm ent has an envi­ 
able record. 


Not only is crime a t a minimum 
here, but crime solution has soared to 
a high of 60 percent. This is phenom 
enal when the national average of 30 
percent is considered. 


The gratifying record of law en­ 
forcement 
must he credited to an 
inspired, dedicated departm ent, mold­ 
ed by a cerebral police chief who now 
is leaving. The transition from a lack­ 
luster departm ent to a highly dedicat­ 
ed group was accomplished in three 
years by Milton I).

Pottstow'n gained by advertising 
for executives, by spending long hours 
in interviews.

Above all. exam­ 
inations must be given — and local 
candidates must be given a chance. 
But only if there are tw'o equally com­ 
petent finalists should the local man 
be chosen. 


This is repetitious, but pertinent:

Who should give it and when 
and where it should be held are 
questions frequently asked.

few stout souls have even w rit­ 
ten to ask why a bachelor dinner 
should be held at all, and are 
in favor of banning the practice 
j completely. 
Brides, too, often are troubled 
by the timing of the dinner, 
¡especially if it’s to be held the 
night before the wedding. They 
w orry that the male half of the 
wedding party might show up 
next day looking green around 
the gills, hardly a color to h a r­ 
monize with the aqua of the 
bridesmaids gowns. 


STILL TRADITION’ 
Still, it’s a tradition grooms 
hate to see abandoned, but there

To begin with, the bachelor 
dinner doesn’t have to be held 
the night before the wedding, 
and very often it’s not neld at 
all if the groom is militantly 
against it.

“ Dutch.”

Customarily, the groom uses 
the occasion to give his best 
man and ushers gifts he has

tom that still is observed is that 
of toasting the bride. It’s usual­ 
ly done with wine—champagne, 
if one w ants to be very correct 
and traditional about it.

There was a 
time when all the men would 
then break the stem of the 
glasses and hurl them into the 
fireplace or against the nearest 
wall. 
Things are tam er now, 
and glasses are simply put back 
on the table. 
But if the groom is a great 
one for tradition and prefers the 
old method of toasting, he ran 
make arrangem ents for extra 
glasses 
in 
advance 
and 
let 
everyone have a smashing time. 
A hotel or restaurant will be 
sympathetic about it and add 
the breakage to the bill.

house,

birds who " d o n ’t like to look at 
each o th er.” 
A rchitect H enry M irick said 
the 75xl50foot 
stru ctu re "will 
be like a tropical rain forest 
with 
a 
w aterfall, 
pond, palm 
trees and flowering p lants and 
s h ru b s.” The public will be able 
to w ander about inside. 
The tiny birds, ran g in g in size 
from one to eight inches and 
ca p ab le of m oving their wings 
about 75 tim es a second, will be 
screened in th eir own little a r­ 
ea s by the foilage.
